RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REOUIREMENT 



Sir: 

In an Office Action dated December 6, 2004, a response to which is due by 
January 6, 2005, the Examiner required applicants to provisionally elect one of two 
allegedly distinct species as follows: 

Group I: the species as represented by Figure 3; and 
Group n: the species as represented by Figure 8A. 

Applicants provisionally elect Group I for prosecution on the merits, 
without traverse. Claims 33-58 read on the elected species, being characterized by a recees 
having a vaccum hole. Claims 33 and 47 are independent claims. No presently pending 
claims are generic.
